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A CHALLENGE TO BRITISH EXPORTERS IN THE 
GATEWAY TO THE UNITED STATES MIDWEST 


The following article is one of a series designed to interest United Kingdom exporters in the regional aspects of the United 


States market.

HE Gateway to the Midwest is a seldom-heard but descriptive 

title for that part of the United States of America which 

covers the States of Michigan and Ohio, Pennsylvania west of the 
Alleghenies and a few western counties of West Virginia. Here the 
East and the Midwest mingle and many significant characteristics 
of both are to be found. The area contains the great industrial 
cities of Pittsburgh, Detroit, Cleveland and Cincinnati, besides a 
host of others of over a hundred thousand inhabitants all busily 
engaged in the manufacture of a wide variety of products. Its 
industrial strength is immense and it ranks high in agriculture, 
chiefly in maize production and in dairy farming: Ohio alone is 
among the top seven States for some 15 major agricultural products. 
With industry and agriculture flourishing side by side the area has, 
throughout, a well balanced purchasing power. 

The intense development of this section of North America began 
when it was found to be, economically, the most suitable geographical 
position for the production of steel. Iron ore from Minnesota is 
shipped across the Lakes to meet the coal mined in Pennsylvania, 


in Ohio, in neighbouring Kentucky and in West Virginia. From 
the moment of this discovery the prosperity of the area was assured. 
Huge steel plants were erected which now account for over 50 per 
cent. of the nation’s steel capacity. Alongside them factories have 
grown which absorb some 4) per cent. of the total steel production 
of the United States. It is true that the ore in the Minnesota mines 
is diminishing and has now a limited period to run, but high grade 
ore from Quebec and Labrador will take its place and a start has 
now been made to send it down the St. Lawrence by boat to the 
Great Lakes. 


Few people outside America realize the swift changes that have 
occurred in this area. Spurred on by two world wars which 
demanded an ever increasing quantity of steel, it has grown 
industrially into what many people call the “‘ Ruhr of America” 
and has become most important for the production of transportation 
equipment, machine tools, construction and mining machinery, 
special machinery for industry, office machinery, industrial furnaces 
and ovens, vacuum cleaners, motors and generators, electric welding 
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apparatus, cutting tools, jigs and fixtures, conveyors, woodworking 
machinery and many other types of fabricated metal products including 
military equipment. 

Although steel predominates, industry is well diversified, because 
this section of the United States is situated most advantageously 
as a centre for national distribution. It also contains the head- 
quarters of five out of six of the largest rubber companies in the 
United States and it is listed high in the production of divergent 
lines such as furniture ; stone, clay and glass products ; cereals ; 

meats ; canned fruit and vegetables ; beet sugar ; cheese : 

’ and men’s clothing ; paper including containers, strawboard, 

paper boxes, waxed paper, etc. ; plastics, soap ; glycerine ; liquid 

gases ; paints, varnishes and pigments ; drugs and cosmetics and 
miscellaneous chemicals. It also has a fair share of oil refining. 


Increasing Tempo of Trade 


With the construction of the St. Lawrence Seaway now almost a 
certainty, the future of this area is assured for many years to come and 
a further increase in the tempo of industry is bound to result from the 
inevitable growth of trade. At present some dozen shipping lines 
maintain a service of small ships between Europe and the Great Lakes 
but when the Lakes virtually become an extension of the American 
seaboard, with large ocean-going vessels plying between the main 
ports of the world and the great new cities in the centre of the American 
mainland, the whole of this section will benefit to an extent which it 
is impossible to gauge. There will almost certainly be a tendency to 
move factories relying on imported materials, and placed on the coast 
for convenience, to more suitable points for nationwide distribution. 


Also firms in this area, which are now unconcerned with imports 
or exports, wiil automatically become interested in foreign trade. The 
deep water channel of 27 feet is initially to be completed as far as 
Toledo, Ohio, at the western end of Lake Erie, and this will give the 
Gateway to the Midwest a flying start to develop yet further itr 
trading strength. 

It must be remember, however, that the Lakes are open only from 
the end of April to the end of November, thus United States firms 
shipping by this route usually stock up during those months against 
the period when the Lakes are icebound. The saving in transport 
via the Lakes as compared with offloading at an Eastern port and 
shipping by rail is, however, considerable ; it is estimated, for instance, 
that a truckload of bicycles costs some $160 less when sent direct 
from the United Kingdom to the Lakes by boat. 


Wages and salaries are higher than in most other parts of the 
United States and there is a ready willingness to spend. The cost of 
living is higher than in Great Britain, but even so the purchasing power 
of this area is tremendous. Ohio and Michigan alone have a popula- 
tion and purchasing power equal to the whole of Canada, yet together 
they are only slightly larger in area than Great Britain. 


Excellent Market for Consumer Goods 


These factors make the region an excellent market for consumer 
goods. It is rich in quality stores of which a number send their 
buyers to Great Britain and the Continent every year. Most of the 
department stores have buying houses in London and a great deal 
of market information can be learned from them, but there is no method 
to equal the personal contact between merchant or producer and 
buyer. A great many buyers in this area will purchase willingly 
from a British salesman who visits the United States, because they 
admire the effort he has made to cross the Atlantic and compete 
personally in a foreign market, whereas they would brush aside, as 
a 1g method of salesmanship, the illustrated catalogue received by 
mai 

United States buyers are used to trading by personal contact or 
by telephone. They feel at home using these methods and no 
amount of correspondence can equal a visit. Not only will a repre- 
sentative probably book orders where his letters would go into the 
wastepaper basket (or take months to answer), but he will learn a 
great deal about the local market. This often tips the balance between 
good trade relationships and no trade at all. 


Few European businessmen recognize, as yet, the immeasurable 
industrial empire lying to the west of the Alleghenies and few of them 
visit the area, It is true that while the East Coast has many import 
houses, this area has practically none. The reason is not that there 
is any resistance to imports but that owing to its more recent develop- 
ment importing is still in its infancy. A visitor to this area will find

the local businessman or manufacturer most generous in supplying 
information regarding markets, justly proud of the position in industry 
which this district has achieved. 

When he has decided to handle a line of foreign goods, he usually 
makes a good agent. What he looks for mainly is price, quality, 
British craftsmanship and in some lines, novelty. He also looks for 
sources of supply which are co-operative and will quote in dollars, 
deliver promptly on promised dates and submit clear and detailed 
invoices. These points are elementary but they nevertheless still 
have to be emphasized. 


Importing British Goods 


Although there are few import houses, there are a number of firms 
importing specialized British goods and steps have been taken to 
find alternative methods of introducing British goods into the area. 
For instance, one of the most successful ways of distributing some 
types of industrial equipment is through a manufacturer whose lines 
are not directly competitive. By this method the United States 
manufacturer expands the range of goods which his firm can offer 
and increases his sales volume ; and the British firm is assured of 


after-sales service for their equipment, a most important factor in 
the American market. 

There is also a growing affiliation on the industrial level between 
this part of North America and Great Britain. The products of 
household names in tyres, tefrigerators, vacuum cleaners, accounting 
machines, earth-moving and road construction equipment, detergents 
and cars, to mention but a few, are manufactured both in this area 
and in Great Britain. Other large companies are looking towards 
the United Kingdom for the possibility of erecting factories or making 
arrangements with British firms for partnerships or the exchange of 
technical data, and there is no doubt that businessmen are thinking 
more in terms of international trade than ever before in the history 
of this area. 

With its diversification of industry and central position for distribu- 
tion, it is also second to none for the British industrialist seeking a 
suitable United States firm to manufacture his products under licence 
on a royalty basis. 

For many British businessmen the “‘ right hook ” through Canada 
presents advantages. A fair number of companies not represented 
in the United States have offices in Canada, mainly in Toronto, which 
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is easily accessible by air from the near midwestern area. For instance, 
from Toronto it takes only 70 minutes to Cleveland and about 1 hour 
and 50 minutes to Detroit (landing in Windsor, Ontario). It is quite 
clear, therefore, that with an office in Toronto business can easily be 
done across the border at limited expense. 


Make a Personal Visit 


It would be wrong to assume, however, that British goods can be 
sold here without an effort. The close personal liaison gained by 
visiting the United States is by far the best method of assuring 
business ; this is particularly important where industrial or technical 
equipment is concerned. In every case where it is feasible for a 
British firm to send a representative this should be done. 
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This area, with New York City on the East, Chicago on the West, 
and Canada to the North, is at the hub of the country’s industrial 
activity. It is well served by land transport, and by the Ohio river 
which carries a great quantity of freight from Pittsburgh, the largest 
inland river port in the United States, and via other waterways to 
New Orleans and cities in between. It has got off to a rapid start 
and, with the St. Lawrence Seaway in prospect, has every promise 
of a bright future. Speaking of Cleveland, a recent American 
publication stated: ‘‘ Based on expectations of growth alone, the 
Cleveland market is an area of development that a national advertiser 
and merchandiser may confidently exploit with all resources at his 
command.” This could well apply to any city in the Gateway to the 
Midwest. If it is a fertile field for American business, it is equally a 
challenge to the British export trade. 


Export Achievements of British Agricultural Machinery 


Tus country seems, in a sense, to be ploughing the world and 

reaping ever more of its harvests. The phenomenon of Britain’s 
export trade in agricultural machinery was the outstanding topic of 
a conference in London on November 25 on the Smithfield Show 
to be held at Earl’s Court from December 6-11. And there were 
useful hints for further improving the position. 

Mr. E. N. Griffith, President of the Agricultural Engineers’ 
Association and Chairman of the Smithfield Joint Committee, told 
the conference that United Kingdom exports of agricultural machinery 
are now running at an annual rate 31 times above the figure for 1938. 
In the first nine months of the present year we increased our overseas 
sales of tractors by £6,000,000, and of other farm machinery by half 
a million pounds, over our like exports in the same period of 1953. 
Sir William Rootes mentioned what he obviously thought an even 
greater achievement. ‘To the United States, he said, we had been 
selling agricultural machinery at three times the annual rate we had 
achieved in that exceptionally difficult market a year ago. Our sales 
to the United States in the first nine months of 1954 were at the 
rate of $13,000,000 p.a. 


Tribute to E.C.G.D. 


Speaking of the industry in general, and of its exports in particular, 
Mr. Griffith said total output was running at well over £100 million 
a year, and about half of the productive capacity of the implement 
manufacturers alone was devoted to supplying special overseas 
requirements. This, he thought, was not surprising in the light of 
the emphasis laid on the importance of agriculture by Governments 
throughout the world. 

World trade to-day had become increasingly competitive, and in 
particular there had been a marked development of competition in 
credit terms in the last year or two. So far as exchange control was 
concerned, Mr. Griffith thought most people would agree that every- 
thing possible had been done to keep the British exporter on terms 
with his competitors. In present conditions of lengthening credit 
(and the corresponding need for heavier financing for export trade) 
there was at the same time a greater need for, and dependence on, 
the services of the Export Credits Guarantee Department. A repre- 
sentative of that Department would be available throughout the Show 
in the Overseas Visitors’ Lounge to help any exporter (whether 
insured or not) with any advice he could give. 


Markets Far and Near 


In one of our most distant markets, Australia, we were well able 
to compete with local industry (Mr. Griffith continued). In the 
Irish Republic, the closest of our overseas markets for British agri- 
cultural implements, British products had indeed been the backbone 
of farm mechanization. Owing to a recession of purchases in the 
United States, some factories were working only three or four days 
a week, and United States manufacturers were taking active steps to 
enter or expand overseas trade, and already, in one case, credit 
assistance was being given by the Import-Export Bank 

The traditional market for Germany had always been Western 
Europe, the Balkans and the Near East. Germany was now consolidat- 
ing her position and challenging many markets traditionally served in 
the past by the United Kingdom. The prizes would, as usual, be 
seized by the efficient. As an example of this, three German and one 
Italian manufacturers were to open factories in the Argentine. But 
“we are not over-frightened of competition, from whatever direction 


it comes, because we are confident in our design ability, in our manage- 
ment, and in our craftsmen.” 

The industry was in close touch with the Colonial Office, Mr. 
Grffith added, and would follow through the fine work being carried 
out by the Food and Agricultural Organization in many lands, as yet 
undeveloped economically and technically. 


How Demand May Develop 


Farmers were constantly asking what the trend in mechanization 
was to-day. The answer, of course, varied in different countries. In 
Afghanistan, for instance, F.A.O. considered that the change from the 
hand sickle to a scythe, that they recently suggested, would probably 
result in doubling the available feed for cows. Generally speaking, 
however, Mr. Griffith considered that as good an answer as any to 
a broad question of this kind would be that there was a tendency both 
here and overseas towards the medium and high horsepower wheel 
tractor, bigger and better mounted implements, and hydraulically 
operated trailed implements. The very high-powered crawler 
tractors towing ganged-up implements were, in short, giving way to 
the type of equipment that called for rather less capital expenditure. 

In harvesting machinery the farmers with medium sized farms, who 
provided the real market for volume sales, would look for a small 
self-propelled combine at a low price, possibly with a 5 ft. cut. In 
the near future they might easily see the small self-propelled or 
‘“‘ wrapped around ” combines of this size a feature of the Show. 

Reverting to the larger type of agricultural machinery, Mr. Griffith 
said the industry was giving assistance in the development of the more 
difficult areas overseas, especially in the equipment used by Agricultural 
Departments for land clearance and forestry and to Public Works 
Departments for road construction and building operations. The 
‘breathing space allowed by the Dollar gap’ had enabled a very 
considerable heavy and light crawler tractor industry to be created 
in England, with that of the ancillary equipment that went with it. 
This chance had been seized with great energy, and British farmers 
and contractors would perhaps appreciate the substantial fall in prices 
to them that this had brought about. 

Finally, since one of the most important factors of food production 
was the control of insect pests and plant diseases, our manufacturers 
of spraying machinery were not only contributing to better, more 
abundant and healthier crops, but their equipment was an invaluable 
aid to anti-malarial schemes and the stamping out of plagues all over 
the world.

Tenders for Sale of Temporary 


Houses in London 


GEVERAL hundred temporary houses erected in the London area 

and in some provincial towns during the immediate post-war years 
are shortly to be offered for sale by tender. The sites on which they 
stand are required by local authorities for permanent housing schemes. 

The Ministry of Works is inviting tenders for purchase of houses, 
dismantled, either singly or in bulk. Notices will be sent to applicants 
to wish to tender, when houses become available. Tender forms can 
now be obtained from Ministry of Works (Disposals T.H.), Great 
Westminster House, Horseferry Road, London, S.W.1. Intending 
purchasers are warned, however, of difficulties facing the private 
buyer. Successful tenderers must pay for and remove any building 
bought within a few days of their tender being accepted. Material 
involved weighs about ten tons. 

The Ministry also draws attention to the fact that before the 
bungalows may be re-erected again elsewhere, permission, under 
planning control and bye-laws, must be obtained from the local 
council concerned. Prospective purchasers are advised to ascertain 
the current position in the area in which it is proposed to rebuild 
the house. 


British Supplement to Al Ahram 


"THE 80 year old Egyptian newspaper, Al Ahram, which is the 

oldest and one of the best known Arabic papers, intends to publish 
a British Supplement for distribution throughout the Arab world 
early next year. Both English and Arabic versions will be printed. 

Mr. A. Bekheit, of 29 Oxford Street, London, has come from 
Egypt especially to supervise the production of the Supplement, 
the theme of which will be ‘‘ The New Era in United Kingdom 
Trade with the Middle East.” 


Arrangements for articles on United Kingdom industries from 
leading official industrial and commercial sources in this country 
are now well advanced. 


Insurance of Parcels Sent by Air Mail 


THE Postmaster General announces that air parcels for Finland and 

Germany (Soviet Zone and Eastern Sector of Berlin) may now be 

accepted for insurance. An insurance fee will be payable in addition 

to air mail postage and the general conditions of the existing service 

for the insurance of parcels sent by the surface route will apply. 
Full particulars may be obtained at any post office. 


Import of Antiques, Booksand Works 
of Art 


"THE Board of Trade announce, in Notice to Importers No. 697, 

that from December 8, 1954, all antiques, non-fiction books and 
works of art conforming to the definitions set out in the Annex to 
this Notice may be imported from all sources without an individual 
import licence. ‘The Schedules to Notice to Importers No. 635 
should be amended as shown in that Annex. 


This Amendment to the Open General Licence, Amendment 
No. 18, will be obtainable from H.M. Stationery Office, Kingsway, 
London, W.C.2, and branches. 


The Board of Trade also announce that they are prepared to con- 
sider applications to import sculptures and rare books from any 
country. The rare books for which licences will normally be granted 
are those of some antiquity, but applications to import, say, first 
editions of classics published early in this century will also be 
considered. 

ANNEX 


Scuepu.e I 
Add the items :— 

Antiques, being goods (other than wines and spirits) which are 
proved to the satisfaction of the Commissioners of Customs and Excise 
to have been manufactured or produced more than one hundred years 
before the date of importation. 

Books, printed, non-fiction. 


Works of art, the following :— 

(a) Paintings in oil or water colours, framed or unframed, on any 
material ; 

(b) Ink, pencil and charcoal drawings, and pastels, framed or 
unframed, on canvas or paper (including board) ; and 


(c) Hand-engraved or hand-etched blocks, plates or other material, 
and hand-printed impressions, framed or unframed, thereof. 


Scuepute III 


Group 17. Miscellaneous, not including Toys. 
Delete the items relating to Antiques and Works of Art. 


Note: The present position is that books may be imported 
freely from anywhere except the Dollar Area, the Soviet Bloc, 
Argentina and Japan. Hitherto books have been imported from these 
areas in only two ways :— 


(a) by any person, as single copies through the post ; and 


(b) in commercial quantities under a quota for learned, scientific, 
technical, religious and children’s educational books. 


The quota arrangements have not worked well and it has been 
decided to replace them by admitting these types of books from all 
sources under the Open General Licence, i.e. without separate licences. 
For balance of payments reasons the unrestricted import of all books 
cannot yet be allowed, and “ non-fiction” has been adopted as the 
simplest definition of the books which can be admitted freely. 


The position with regard to fiction remains unchanged ; works of 
fiction can only be imported from the Dollar Area, the Soviet Bloc, 
Argentina, and Japan, as single copies through the post. 

The import of antiques and works of art has in general not been 
permitted from the Dollar Area since before the war. No estimate 
can be given of the increased expenditure under the new arrangement, 
on works of art and antiques. The London market has up to now been 
able to keep its position and to earn dollars while drawing supplies 
only from home or other non-dollar sources. It may, however, cease 
to be the leading market in the world if it continues to operate on this 
basis. With freedom to buy from dollar sources the market should 
not only be able to maintain its general position but to earn in the 
long run more dollars than it spends. It has therefore been decided 
to extend the Open General Licence to include antiques and works 
of art from every country. 


The Board of Trade are also prepared to issue individual licences 
for the import of sculptures and rare books as announced above. 
Dollar imports of these items have not been covered in the Open 
General Licence because of the difficulty of defining them. 














Birmingham Exhibition of 
Electronics at Work 
From a Special Correspondent 


HE “ Electronics at Work ”’ Exhibition, which closed in Birming- 

ham on November 25, attracted several thousand visitors from a 
wide variety of industries. 

Twenty-two leading electronic instrument manufacturers, members 
of the Scientific Instrument Manufacturers’ Association (S.I.M.A.), 
were displaying their latest developments in the field of automatic 
industrial process control, aids to higher productivity, and research 
apparatus. ; 

A novel feature was that all exhibitors aimed to show the practical 
side of electronics with actual working instruments instead of static 
displays. Lectures in the demonstration room helped to explain the 
application of the latest developments. 


Many New Instruments 


Among many new instruments shown for the first time was a 
coulometric titration unit which automatically performs routine 
titrations. ‘The same Surrey firm also displayed a nucleonic weight 
controller which has been used extensively with cigarette manufactur- 
ing machines. ‘This controls the amount of tobacco which is fed into 
one long cigarette, six feet in length, before being finally cut into 
cigarettes of normal size. A fire detector’s sensitivity to products of 
combustion was soon tested by a thin wisp of smoke. 

An automatic standardization thickness gauge for continuous 
processing showed a scanner at work measuring, recording, and 
correcting the thickness of material. Servo-mechanisms are used to 
correct for source decay, contamination, sensitivity and amplifier 
drift. ‘ ; 

A clinical monitor employing radio-active tracer techniques with 
special application in the medical world was also being shown for the 
first time by a Maidenhead firm. It is able to diagnose quickly the 
source of malignant diseases and the area where the surgeon must 

erate. 

Aeon exhibitor demonstrated, by means of a model field gun, 
how accurately projectile velocity can be measured on a microsecond 
counter chronometer. ‘Two photo-electric cameras set apart recorded 
the time it took for a projectile to pass between, with an accuracy of 
a millionth of a second. 

Now available on the commercial market is an incremental induct- 
ance bridge for measuring inductances of iron-core chokes. This is 
of special value to the radio and television industry. 2 

A new industrial servo unit for various automatic machining pro- 
cesses showed that, although the complete automatic factory was 
idealistic and among things to come, it was already possible to control 
automatically several processes and to leave intricate operations to 
the machine. : 

Various oscillographs and special purpose cathode ray equipment 
were seen ; one demonstration showed a method of checking magnetic 
alloys for testing the hardness of piston rings, and the measurement 
of strain. Stroboscopes showed how vibration can be seen in slow 
motion, and a dynamic balancing machine revealed where small 
components were out of truth, pin-pointing the exact spot for either 
material reduction or addition for true balancing. Ts 

Small compact load cells were also demonstrated with which it 
is possible to weigh electronically a load between 200 pounds and 
800 tons. These are already being used extensively for weigh bridge 
systems in the shipbuilding industry, and for all types of loading 
purposes. 

Strain recorders of differing types were also on show, and on one 
stand a model lorry was used to demonstrate the principle. Four 
pens traced the stresses and strains at various points along the chassis 
when the lorry was under load and subjected to a rigorous rough ride. 


Latest Developments 


A Woking firm displayed its latest development > an infra-red 
spectrometer using a grating instead of a prism. This can be used 
for analysis or control of any compound having « sorption bands 
within its range. It is mainly used in oil refineries for the production 
of detergents, explosive manufacture, and the preparation of 
pharmaceutical products, etc. ee 

Various moisture meters showed their importance to farmers, 
millers, and cigarette manufacturers, etc., where the control of 
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moisture content is all-important, and pH meters were also demon- 
strated by several firms. 

A reflectance spectrophotometer created wide interest in measuring 
the colour of any flat surface at nine points of the spectrum. A super- 
sonic flaw detector was shown to determine cracks and defects in 
forgings, welding, etc., and an industrial X-ray set with examples of 
its use on light alloys was also on show. 

In this world of scientific instruments was heard the incongruous 
noise of bees swarming. The apidictor was at work listening to the 
varied intonations of the bees’ hum (reproduced from B.B.C. record- 
ings) and electronically determining whether they were happy or 
about to sally forth in search of a new queen. 

The exhibition was the fifth of a series organized by the Electrical 
and Electronics Section of S.I.M.A. The previous four were staged 
in London, but a provincial series starting with this present one in 
Birmingham has now been inaugurated. That the decision was a 
wise one seems to have been proved by the remarkable attendance— 
during the two and a half days of the exhibition over 3,000 people 
attended. All were especially invited or were admitted by trade 
card ; there was no general entry of the public. 


Exhibition of Catalogues Makes 


Round-Britain Tour 


PROVINCIAL tour has been arranged for the ‘100 Good 
Catalogues ’’ Exhibition which aroused much interest when it 
was opened in London in October by Mr. Henry Strauss, Parlia- 

mentary Secretary to the Board of Trade. 

The exhibition, sponsored jointly by the British Federation of 
Master Printers and the Council of Industrial Design, is being toured 
by arrangement with various regional Alliances of master printers. 
It aims, by displaying one hundred good trade catalogues, to set a 
standard for printers, advertising agents, and their clients to emulate. 

The exhibition will be at Bolton (Central Library—November 29 
to December 4) ; then goes to Liverpool (School of Art, December 6 
to 10). 

Early in January it will visit Cardiff (Capitol Cinema Restaurant— 
5 to 8); Derby (College of Art—13 to 20) ; and Wolverhampton 
(College of Art—24 to 29). 

In February it will tour Scotland, visiting Glasgow, Edinburgh 
and, possibly, Aberdeen, Dundee, or Perth ; in March it will be seen 
at a conference in Eastbourne and, later, in Southampton and other 
South Coast towns. 

In April it returns to East Anglia, where the itinerary covers 
Cambridge (12 to 15) ; Norwich (Assembly House—19 to 22) ; and 
Colchester (26 to 29). Provisional arrangements are being made for 
a Yorkshire tour in May, covering Bradford, Hull, Leeds and Sheffield, 
and in June it is booked for the South West. A further trip to the 
Midlands—Birmingham, Coventry, and Nottingham—is expected 
later on ; also a visit to Carlisle. 

Precise dates and places of showing in the latter stages of the tour 
will be announced later. 


Stationery Trade Fair 


at Harrogate 


EXHIBITORS at the Stationery Trade Fair at Harrogate, to be 
held from February 7 to 11 next year, will occupy 35,000 square 
feet of space. 

This Fair, the first to be organized officially by the Stationers’ 
Association of Great Britain and Ireland, will offer a display of 
merchandise covering the entire range of the industry. The following 
sections of the trade will be represented :— 

Personal and general stationery ; table stationery ; writing 
instruments ; diaries and leather goods ; greeting cards and 
calendars ; commercial stationery and account books ; type- 
writers, office equipment and supplies ; stationers’ sundries ; 
pictorial postcards ; games, accessories and playing cards ; 
gift wrappings ; and loose leaf and machine accounting. 

The Fair will be housed in the Old Swan Hotel, the George Hotel 
and the Royal Hall, and very little space now remains vacant. Any 
supplier who has not yet booked space is advised to contact the 
General Secretary of the Association, at 6 Wimpole Street, London, 
W.1. 

Buyers from this country and all parts of the world are expected 
to attend, and the many inquiries which have been received by the 
organizers as a result of overseas publicity have been encouraging.

- Dates for Radio Show 3 in 1955 _ 


HE next National Radio Show is to be held at Earls Court, London, 

from August 24 to September 3, 1955, with a preview for overseas 
and other special visitors on August 23. The period chosen is 
approximately the same as in 1954. 

Meanwhile planning proceeds for a smaller exhibition, the Northern 
Radio Show, to be held at the City Hall, Manchester, from May 4 to 14. 


Organisers of both exhibitions are the Radio Industry Council, 
59 Russell Square, London, W.C.1. 


International Machine Tool Exhibition in 1956 


THE DATES previously announced for the International Machine 
Tool Exhibition to be held at Olympia, London, in 1956 have been 
altered. 


The exhibition, organized by The Machine Tool Trades Associa- 
tion, will now take place from June 22 to July 6, 1956 (Sundays 
excepted). This is a week later than originally planned. 


Coach Tours To or Through Belgium 
THE Belgian authorities have informed the Ministry of Transport and 
Civil Aviation that as from December 1 this year foreign tourist coaches 
will be required to produce a completed uniform route sheet (feuille 
de route) to the Customs at the points of entry into and departure 


from Belgium. Initial supplies of the form to be used will be available 
at Belgian Customs offices, but these will be limited. Arrangements 
are being made therefore for a supply to be maintained by the 
Passenger Vehicle Operators’ Association, Ltd., 146 New Bond 
Street, London, W.1, and copies of the form will be obtainable from 
them in due course. 

The above new requirement applies only to a tourist coach which 
carries the same party on a round trip and is in addition to existing 
Belgian formalities for such coaches. Regular passenger services, 
for which special authorization is required from the Belgian authorities, 
are unaffected. 


Appointment of Custodian of Enemy Property 


THE Board of Trade have appointed Mr. C. A. Slatford to be 
Custodian of Enemy Property for England as from November 11, 
1954, in place of Mr. A. J. Campbell. 
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Film Quota Defaults 


The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, 
said that cinemas which failed to achieve their prescribed first-feature 
quotas for the year to September 30, 1952, numbered 1,043, and 
proceedings had been instituted in 15 of these cases. Proceedings 
had not yet been started in respect of cinemas failing to achieve their 
prescribed first-feature quotas for the year ended September 30, 
1953, which numbered 884. Details were not yet available for the 
year ended September 30, 1954. 

Asked if, when giving figures of film quota defaults, he would 
introduce a new classification so as to make plain the difference 
between exhibitors who had justification for failing to fulfil the quota 
and exhibitors who had not, the President replied ‘‘ No, Sir.” 


Textile Fabrics from China 


Asked what quantity of low-priced textile fabrics had been imported 
from China since January 1, the Minister of State, Board of Trade, 
Mr. A. R. W. Low, stated that the trade returns did not distinguish 
low-priced textiles as such. 834,704 square yards of woven fabrics 
of all kinds, all of which consisted wholly or mainly of silk, were 
imported from China during January—October, 1954. 


Imports of Tobacco 


Mr. Low said that during the 12 months ended October, 1954, 
175,860,670 Ibs. of unmanufactured dollar tobacco were imported 
at a sterling cost of £44,971,473. ‘The corresponding figures for 
manufactured tobacco were 269,298 Ibs. and £434,174. He had no 
knowledge or information about the comparative merits of tobacco 
from Virginia and China, but no obstacle was placed in the way of 
anyone who wanted to import either cigarettes or unmanufactured 
tobacco from China. 


Nylon Pieces from United States 


Asked the quantity of United States nylon pieces which had been 
imported since January 1, 1954, via Holland, Mr. Low replied that 
nylon pieces were not separately distinguished in the Trade Returns. 
So far as he could trace, no import licence had been issued for such 

s originating in the United States of America and consigned 
from Holland. 


Selection Committee of Film Industry 


The President was asked if he would now reconsider the membership 
of the Selection Committee appointed by him in connection with 
Section 5 (2) of the Cinematograph Films Act, 1948, in view of the 
fact that only one sectional interest in the industry was at present 
represented thereon. ; . 

He replied that the Selection Committee contained seven independ- 
ent members and, at present, two members unconnected with the 
major circuits but experienced in exhibiting and booking films. 
He did not consider it desirable to add to the Committee representatives 
of producers or distributors who were, of course, the persons who made 
the applications upon which the Board of Trade was required to 
seek the advice of this Committee. 


Imports of Gold Jewellery 


Asked why he allowed the import of new gold jewellery while 
continuing to prevent British jewellers from obtaining new gold, 
from the small allowance for utility wedding rings, the President 
answered that the bilateral quotas for the year 1954 which permitted 
the import of, among other things, gold jewellery, totalled £60,000. 
He did not consider that these limited imports were unreasonable, 
considering that United Kingdom jewellers had access to supplies of 
second-hand gold for the manufacture of jewellery for the home 
market. 


New Industries in Lanark 
The President was asked whether, in conjunction with Scottish 
industrial Estates Limited, he had now considered the desirability 


of establishing factory space at Newmains, Carluke and Forth, in 
the county of Lanark, in anticipation of the decline of colliery activity 
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in that neighbourhood as forecast in the County Development Plan. 

He replied that the problems created by the declining coalfields 
in these places and in other parts of North Lanarkshire were under 
constant review. ‘The Board of Trade were continuing their efforts 
to introduce new industry to the coal-mining parts of North Lanark- 
shire, but they had no power to direct an industrialist to any par- 
ticular place. 


New Factory Building in Scotland 


A member wanted to know the value of new factories under 
construction and approved, respectively, in Scotland in the years 
1952 and 1953 ; what percentage change this showed ; and how it 
compared with the same figures for England and Wales. 

The President replied that as explained in the Board of Trade 
Journal on October 2, 1954, the factory building statistics now 
recorded area instead of value figures. The figures were, therefore, 
given on the new basis :—

The President was also asked whether Her Majesty’s Government 
would implement the recommendations in paragraph 219 of the 
Report of the Royal Commission on Scottish Affairs that responsibility 
for allocating factories in the industrial estates and for the approval 
of capital expenditure should be devolved to the Scottish Controller 
of the Board of Trade, except in cases of special importance. 

He replied that in view of the Royal Commission’s recommendations, 
he was giving the Board’s Scottish Controller substantially extended 
powers over the allocation of existing factory space and authority to 
approve capital expenditure up to £20,000 on any extension to a 
factory. 


THURSDAY NOVEMBER 25 


Board of Trade and Scottish Home Department 


The President was asked what plans he had for implementing the 
recommendations in paragraphs 225 and 226 of the Report of the 
Royal Commission on Scottish Affairs, that co-operation between the 
Board of Trade and the Scottish Home Department regarding ad- 
ministration of the industrial estates and execution of the Distribution 
of Industry Act could and should be improved. 

He replied that both the Secretary of State for Scotland and he were 
satisfied that their respective Departments fully appreciated the 
importance of working in close co-operation on distribution of 
industry matters, and they intended that they should continue to 
do so. 


Three-Speed Gears and Tyres for Exported Bicycles 

Asked if he was aware that British exports of cycles to the United 
States of America were being held up because of the shortage of 
British three-speed gears and British tyres, of which details had been 
sent him, at a time when these two accessories were being exported 
to Germany, and then re-exported to the United States of America 
on German cycles in cut-price competition ; and whether he would 
make a statement on the steps he was taking to assist British cycle 
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exporters on this point, Mr. Low replied that the details referred to 
had not reached him. 

The information at his disposal did not suggest that United 
Kingdom exports of bicycles to the United States were being held 
up by a shortage of tyres. He was aware that the large and gratifying 
increase of United Kingdom bicycle exports had led to a heavy demand 
for variable hub gears which still could not be satisfied in full. He 
had, however, no reason to believe that the United Kingdom bicycle 
industry in general was dissatisfied with the distribution arrangements 
of the gear producers who, he understood, were taking measures to 
expand production still further. 


Pre-Packed Foods 


A member asked the President if he was aware of the practice of 
traders who reduced the weight of packet and tinned goods without 
proportionately reducing the price ; and if he would introduce 
measures to ensure that every packet bore the weight mark appropriate 
to its contents. 

Mr. Low replied that nearly all pre-packed foods were required 
under Weights and Measures law to be marked with the minimum 
net content by weight or volume. Some pre-packed foods must be 
sold in specified amounts. 

If the Member had a particular case in mind perhaps she would 
send details to the Board of Trade. 


Import of Raw Coffee Beans 


THE Board of Trade have issued Notice to Importers No. 698, on 

the import of raw coffee beans, which amends and amplifies Notice 
to Importers No. 687 (see Board of Trade Journal of November 13, 
page 1024) where it seems necessary in the light of discussions with 
the traders concerned. 

The statement which is to accompany licence applications (see 
paragraph 3 of Notice to Importers No. 687) should read as 
follows :— 

** During the period January 1, 1953, to December 31, 1953, 
I/we paid duty on cwts. of imported coffee, being coffee 
purchased by me/us. 


This is to make clear that the statement should cover only coffee 
on which the applicant paid duty in the course of 1953 irrespective 
of when the actual purchases of the coffee took place. 

Applications need not reach the Board of Trade until December 11. 
This will give traders a little longer to complete the revised statement 
and have it certified. 

Applications will not be invalid if the importer cannot give a precise 
answer to 5 on page 2 of the application form, i.e. if he does not know 
from which dollar country he is likely to make his purchases. 

The licences issued under these arrangements will be valid for 
imports of coffee as follows :— 

The country of origin of the coffee to be one of those listed in 
paragraph 2 of Notice to Importers No. 687 ; 
The country of consignment of the coffee to be the same as 
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the country of origin. 

Licence holders may purchase dollar coffee from any stocks already 
held in this country for re-export under the I.C.M./U.K. scheme. 
A trader who wishes to do so should return his licence to the Board 
of Trade together with a letter giving the following information :— 


(a) the name of the owner of the coffee ; 
(b) the warehouse in which it is held ; 
(c) the c.i.f. value and quantity of the coffee which he wishes to 
purchase. 
The value of the licence will be reduced accordingly and the necessary 
authority given to both H.M. Customs and Excise and the Exchange 
Control Authorities to release this coffee for use on the home market. 


The Board of Trade are also prepared to consider requests from 
licence holders for authority to import coffee of dollar origin at 
present lying in a country other than the country of origin. Traders 
who wish to make such imports should return their licence to the Board 
of Trade and seek approval of the transaction. It should be noted 
that such requests can be considered only if the coffee has remained 
in the ownership of a resident of the supplying country or if the coffee, 
has been purchased by and remained in the ownership of a United 
Kingdom resident authorized to purchase it under the I.C.M./U.K. 
scheme. It will expedite action if a copy of the letter sent to the Board 
of Trade were at the same time given to the licence holder’s own 
banker for transmission to the Bank of England. 

In order to facilitate clearance of imports through Customs when 
more than one port of entry will be used, traders may, if they wish, 
have the value of their licence split between two or three licences. 
To enable applicants to inform the Import Licencing Branch the 
number of licences, and the value of each licence required, they will, 
on request, be told the full value of their licence.

WING to the dock strike, the net tonnage of vessels entering 

United Kingdom ports with cargo in the foreign trade in October 

was, for the first time since February 1953, lower than in the 
corresponding month of the previous year. ‘Total entrances with 
cargo in October (5-6 million tons net) were 5 per cent. lower than in 
October last year and, on a daily average basis, 17 per cent. lower than 
in September. Entrances of both Commonwealth and foreign vessels 
were about 5 per cent. lower than in October last year. Clearances 
with cargo in October (3-7 million tons net) were considerably more 
affected than entrances and were 17 per cent. lower than in October 
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Large Decrease in Clearances with Cargo in October 


last year. Clearances of Commonwealth vessels were 20 per cent. 
lower and clearances of foreign vessels were 12 per cent. lower. On 
a daily average basis, clearances in October were 24 per cent. lower 
than in September. 


Vessels in Ballast

Clearances 
in ballast (3-4 millions tons net) were, however, 7 per cent. higher 
than in October last year but, on a daily average basis, were 11 per 
cent. lower than in September. 


Arrivals and Departures with Cargo 


Total arrivals with cargo in the foreign trade were 8 per cent. lower 
than in October last year. Arrivals at the Thames area, which normally 
represent about a quarter of the total, were 31 per cent. lower than a 
year earlier, but arrivals at the Mersey and North West coast area, 
which is second in importance and which normally represents about 
a sixth of the total, were only 1 per cent. lower. The West Channel 
area, which includes Southampton, and which is the third largest in 
this context, showed an increase in arrivals with cargo of 20 per cent. 
The Bristol Channel and the Humber areas both showed decreases 
of 19 per cent. Of the remaining areas, which handle relatively small 
tonnages, three recorded substantial increases, two recorded sub- 
stantial decreases, and one only a small change. 

Total departures with cargo in the foreign trade were 16 per cent. 
lower than in October last year. Departures from the Thames area 
were 43 per cent. lower and those at the Mersey and North West 
coast area were 20 per cent. lower. The West Channel area, however, 
showed a decrease of only 2 per cent. Departures from the Humber 
area were 23 per cent. lower. Most of the other areas showed 
relatively small decreases.

cargo or passengers from port to port in the United Kingdom, and vessels 
moving between these ports without at the time having on board cargo or 
passengers from or for a port abroad. For example, the coastwise move- 
ment in ballast includes foreign trade vessels which, having completed the 
discharge of cargo or passengers from abroad at one United Kingdom port, 
proceed coastwise to another port to load for the return voyage. 

(3) Cargo figures relate to vessels which load or unload merchandise, 
bullion, specie or mail, except those loading or unloading only Government 
stores, bunkers or ships’ stores. 

(4) Ballast figures relate to all vessels other than those defined in (3) 
and include vessels loading or unloading only Government stores, bunkers, 
ships’ stores or passengers. 

(5) Vessels in the foreign trade, calling during the course of a single 
voyage at more than one port of the United Kingdom, are recorded as 


entered and cleared at one port only, but as arrived and departed at each 
port.

Remploy Facing Heavy Competition 
“DHE COST of training new workers in Remploy is always very 

expensive,” said Sir Robert Burrows, Chairman of Remploy 
Limited, the Government sponsored firm for severely disabled men 
and women, at the annual general meeting of the company held in 
London on November 24, In the course of the year ended March 31, 
1954, he said, there had been a net increase of one disabled employee 
for each day of the year, and in addition approximately 1,100 employees 
were taken into employment to replace normal wastage. 

Sir Robert announced an excess of expenditure over income of 
£2,521,013 as compared with £2,380,400 for 1952-53. ‘* Despite 
the increase in the number employed it would, I consider, have been 
possible to have reduced the deficiency in comparison with last year 
had we not had to face increased wages and overheads,” Sir Robert 
added. 

He also pointed out that it was the aim of Remploy to absorb as 
many as possible of those disabled for whose benefit the company 
was established, but the company had been forced to restrict intakes 
because the increase in disabled employees had to be related to the 
financial position of the company. 

The Chairman stressed the moral value to the community as a 
whole of creating a position where a badly disabled man or woman 
was able to contribute to the productive effort of the community and 
to earn a wage rather than to receive national assistance. This 
recovery of personal pride not only affected the disabled person’s 
mental and physical health, but had an inevitable reaction within his 
or her own family. 

The report showed that during the year under review Remploy 
Limited made its first exports. ‘‘ We feel very proud of the fact 
that our disabled workers have been able to earn foreign currency 
for the country,” said the Chairman.

Report of Scottish Design Congress 


UESTIONS about good design, good taste, and the attitude of 

manufacturers and public to them are posed inthe book ““The Value 
of Good Design,”’ the Report of the Scottish Design Congress held 
in Edinburgh in May. The Congress was attended by over 200 
representatives of high-level management in industry and commerce, 
local authorities and others able to influence design to-day. ‘‘ The 
Value of Good Design’’ sums up, in 72 pages of letterpress and 
35 pages of illustrations, the outstanding features of the two days’ 
proceedings. 


Stressed throughout was the important part in good design which 
can be played by public authorities and nationalized industries. 
Public bodies spend nearly £500 million every year on new buildings 
and works which involve development. The importance of this is 
recognized in the Report, which devotes a complete section to the 
matter. The Report opens with comments from Lord Home, 
Minister of State for Scotland, who opened the Congress. The dis-

Upholstery Fabrics 


Originally the specifications contained in B.S. 2543 ‘‘ Woven 
Upholstery Fabrics ’’ were prepared by an agreement between the 
furnishing fabric manufacturers and the furniture industry as a 
supplement to the British Standard for Upholstered Furniture 
(B.S. 1960, Part 5), of which it forms Appendix K. It is now, after 
further consideration and discussion, published as a separate standard, 
so that it’ may be available to the textile industry and others who, 
while not concerned with the manufacture of furniture, supply fabrics 
to the furniture industry. 

The standard lays down minimum requirements for upholstery 
covering materials (excluding fabrics for loose covers, hessians and 
linings). Warp-pile fabrics are specified in terms of minimum tensile 
strength (breaking load) and weight per square yard. For non-pile 
fabrics alternatives are provided: they must either comply with 
constructional requirements specified in the standard or satisfy 
certain minimum strength tests. 

For the first time an agreed standard of fastness to light is specified 
for both types of fabric, stated in terms of B.S. 1006: ‘“ Test for 
fastness to daylight of coloured textiles.” 

‘To qualify for the British Standard certification mark (the “‘ Kite ’’), 
upholstered furniture which is licensed under Part 5 of B.S. 1960 
must be covered with fabrics complying with this new standard. 
No provision has been made for certification marking of the fabrics 
themselves. 


Stiffnuts (U.N.F. threads) for Aircraft 


British Standards A.125-A.168 “ Stiffmuts (U.N.F. threads) for 
aircraft "’ specify the dimensions, materials, testing and identification 
requirements for aircraft stiffnuts of } in. nominal size and above 
with unified threads. 

The new standards consolidate in one series of documents the 
information previously contained in :— 

(a) Specification AD.114, published in 1942 by the Royal Aircraft 
Establishment, which set out the design and test requirements 
for proprietary stiffnuts. 

(b) Ministry of Supply A.G.S. drawings, which provided common 
part numbers, maximum envelope dimensions and other 
features affecting interchangeability. 

‘ (c) Individual manufacturers’ drawings. 
They provide for stiffnuts of the following types :— 
Hexagon nuts :— 
Ordinary, thin and cap. 
Anchor nuts :— 
Double-lug fixed : ordinary, thin and cap. 
Double-lug floating : ordinary and thin. 
Single-lug fixed : ordinary and thin. 
Stripnuts :— 
Floating : ordinary and thin. 
These standards are published in one document, price 10s. 6d. 


Methods for the Analysis of Iron and Steel. Part 32: 
Absorptiometric determination of tungsten in steel 


The method specified in B.S. 1121, Part 32, is applicable to steels 
containing up to 3 per cent. of tungsten, although it may be modified 
to deal with higher tungsten content. 

The principle of the method is solution of the sample in phosphoric- 
sulphuric acid, reduction of the ferric salt by stannous chloride, the 
formation of a thiocyanate complex of tungsten, completion of the 
reduction by titanous chloride, and photometric measurement of the 
resultant yellow colour due to tungsten. 

The method is based on research work undertaken by the British 
Iron and Steel Research Association. Price 2s. 


Upholstered Wood-framed Bases and Divan Type Bases 


B.S. 1877: Part 9, which was first issued in January, 1953, has now 
been revised in order to include provisions for the use of sinuous 
springing as an alternative to waist type or cone type coil springs. 
‘The various amendments issued since the first publication, including 
the extension of the standard in May 1953 to provide for sprung-edge 
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as well as firm-edge bases, have been incorporated in the revised 
edition. 

The standard specifies maximum and minimum dimensions and 
requirements regarding type, quality and quantity of filling materials 
and springs ; and the method of manufacture and marking, including 
the use of the Certification Mark. 

For divan type bases which are not provided with castors a recom- 
mendation has been added that some form of handle should be provided 
on each side of the divan to enable the housewife to move and handle 
the article easily. Price 3s. 6d. 


Basic Climatic and Durability tests for Components for 
Radio and Allied Electronic Equipment 


B.S. 2011 is the first of a series of British Standards dealing with 
radio components. 

It describes conditions and procedure for climatic and durability 
testing of components for radio and allied electronic equipment which 
form the basis of the tests to be specified in the individual British 
Standards for the various types of components. 

One feature of the standard is the introduction of a code indicating, 
in a simple way, the working temperature range and humidity classifica- 
tion of a component. 

The standard is based upon the requirements of the Radio Industry 
Council Specification R.I.C. 11 and the Services Specification 
R.C.S. 11. Price 5s. 


Rotary Form Relieved Gear Cutters 


B.S. 2518 replaces the original brief section in B.S. 122: 1938 
** Milling cutters and reamers ”’ which dealt with rotary form relieved 
gear cutters. Experience gained since the publication of the latter 
standard showed that the information there provided was inadequate 
and insufficient to ensure uniformity in manufacture. 

The present British Standard recommends the use of the 20° 
pressure angle for gear milling cutters, and a modified basic rack 
gear tooth profile designed to avoid undercutting in gears with a 
small number of teeth whilst allowing sufficient tips relief for teeth 
cut. An odontograph diagram accompanied by a table of dimensions 
for 1 D.P. cutters enables the cutter tooth profiles to be set out for 
the full range of cutters for gears from a 12 tooth pinion to a rack. 

Tables giving details of cutter sizes for a range of diametral pitches 
of 1 to 30 are included. Price 7s. 6d. 


Steel Compression Pipe Fittings for Engineering Purposes 


B.S. 2051: Part 3 : 1954 covers steel compression fittings for use 
with pipes made of steel and other suitable materials for a wide 
range of engineering purposes. 

It applies to two ranges of fittings: (i) for use with pipes having 
fractional outside diameters, } in. to 14 in. inclusive ; (ii) for use with 
pipes designated by their nominal bores, } in. to 1 in. inclusive. 

The standard includes a number of general requirements relating 
to materials, design, construction and workmanship ; it specifies 
a hydraulic test and a test for porosity and also gives temperature and 
pressure ratings for the fittings. Price 3s. 6d. 


Steel Nipple Fittings for Brazing 


B.S. 2051: Part 4: 1954 provides for the complete dimensional 
standardization of steel nipple fittings for brazing, of sizes ranging 
from 4 in. to 1} in. inclusive, intended for use with fractional outside 
diameter sizes of tubes. 

Unified threads and unified hexagons have been specified for these 
fittings. 

The standard lays down requirements in respect of materials, 
dimensions, workmanship, hydraulic test, test for porosity and 
identification marking, and also gives maximum design pressures for 
the fittings. 

Illustrations of the fittings and tables of dimensions are also in- 
cluded. Price 4s. 


Electricity Meters 


B.S. 37: Part 4: 1954 deals with certain motor-type integrating 
meters and applies to polyphase whole-current and transformer- 
operated meters, single-phase 3-wire whole-current and transformer- 
operated meters and single-phase 2-wire transformer-operated meters. 

The system of current ratings for the types of meter dealt with in 
this part of the standard is unchanged from that in the 1937 edition 
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of B.S. 37 ; the range of current ratings is specified and provision is 
now made for the higher rating meters to register in MWh. 

Standard connections are specified only for front-connected whole- 
current meters (without self-contained current transformers) having 
terminals at the bottom. Price 3s. 


Definitions for Use in Mechanical Engineering 


B.S. 2517 : 1954 is the latest addition to the series of what may be 
termed basic engineering s' . 

Ambiguity in the use of common terms frequently occurs and 
inevitably leads to confusion. The aim of this standard has, therefore, 
been to previde a logical code of definitions which are both clear and 
consistent and whose general use in the sense in which they are here 
defined should go far to obviate misunderstandings. 

The definitions given relate to terms of general application in the 
engineering industry, and more particularly in mechanical engineering. 
The eight sections of the standard relate to: construction, drawings 
and schedules, geometry of parts, size and tolerances, limits and fits, 
screw threads, surface texture and gauges. Price 6s.

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Five South American Markets Where Discriminating and 


Energetic Methods Pay 


By a Director of a Firm Exporting Textile Raw Materials 


The following article is published as a service to Industry. The views it expresses are the writer's own and should not be 
attributed to Her Majesty's Government. 


HIS article presents impressions derived from a recent tour of 

five Latin-American Republics—Venezuela, Colombia, Ecuador, 

Bolivia and Peru, All of these countries except Peru are dollar 
markets, but they differ greatly in terms of economic prosperity. 
Venezuela, in the north, is one of the richest countries in the world ; 
Bolivia, in tke south, is one of the poorest. The writer met agents, 
manufacturers, other businessmen, foreign diplomats, and local 
officials. It was an expensive but instructive trip. 

Of the British firms and products that have made their way into 
these five markets, I would say there was plentiful evidence of good 
organization and publicity by the bigger specialized concerns in 
engineering, chemicals, petroleum products, machinery-making and 
so on. These large companies had obviously studied their markets, 
were quite in tune with them, and were travelling extensively. 


How More Consumer Goods Could be Marketed 


British consumer goods, on the other hand, seemed conspicuous 
by their absence. For this there appeared to be two main reasons. 
Some of the manufacturing firms are not of sufficient size to think it 
worth while to organize distribution in South America ; others are 
so large, and their ready sales so big, that they don’t care to consider 
such apparently small and distant markets as they judge these five 
countries to be, ‘This is perhaps a logical consequence of an increasing 
preference for direct contact between original producer and foreign 
consumer. But instead of neglecting the market there is, after all, 
the alternative method of the Americans and Germans. 

Distribution could be arranged through general merchants in 
Britain who handle so large a variety of goods that it pays them to 
include even products of which the quantity supplied is small, and 
who are therefore prepared to carry them into every market. Many 
of the best agencies held by firms in the countries visited are for general 
merchants in New York and Hamburg: some British goods, I learnt, 
were being offered through Hamburg. In the South American 
countries I visited there is still plenty of room for the modern equivalent 
of the itinerant hawker who serves his customers by carrying every 
likely commodity with him in his suitcase. 


Choice of Agent Has “ Paramount Importance” 


As a rule, business methods in these five countries vary but slightly. 
Common features are (a) the long time it takes to get a decision, (b) the 
relative inexperience of local buyers, (c) the complexity of Customs 
and import procedures, and (d) the value of close personal contact 
with buyers. This means a pretty heavy expenditure of time and gives 
paramount importance to the status and capabilities of the local 
agent. 

The choice of a good agent matters far more here than in any 
other part of the world known to me ; it is possibly the most important 
single factor for the successful conduct of business. Buyers expect 
the agent not only to visit them constantly but also to give them 
advice (often highly technical) on the goods he is selling. He has to 
be familiar with the complications of Customs procedures and 
categories, with the movements of ships, and often with the fluctuations 
of the dollar exchange-rate and the price of the staple product that 
rules the economy of the country where he is operating, e.g. coffee in 
Colombia, coffee and fruit in Ecuador, tin in Bolivia. 

Nor is that all. On the agent’s good connections often depends 
the issue of an import licence, and the certainty that it will be issued 
in the name of his own principal. And he must have time, funds 
and facilities for travel outside the capital, which is often itself a 
major undertaking. 

From all this it follows, naturally, that in these countries there are 





comparatively few really worth-while agents. By far the greater 
proportion of business in all five States is in the hands of a small group 
of powerful, wealthy agents who handle everything from cement to 
saxophones. ‘This by itself should not deter British exporters ; 
they will find that the more goods a local agent handles, the more 
likely he is to make a success of marketing any others he takes on. On 
the other hand, the better agents themselves are apt to be choosey, 
for they are generally so wealthy that they can afford to refuse, and 
will refuse, new “ lines”’ that don’t promise sure, quick and large 
returns. 


Purchasing Power and Tastes 


It is impossible to divide goods generally into those that sell well 
and those that do not : all depends on to or for whom the sales are to be 
made. Each of the five countries has a small percentage of wealthy, 
fairly lavish customers who like to be in the swim of fashion and take 
readily to new lines of consumer goods when they are well advertised, 
as in the United States. ‘Then there is a slightly larger body of people 
whom I would call marginal users of imported consumer goods ; 
they will buy when what they are offered is really better than the 
home-produced article, or when it has no domestic counterpart. 
But by far the largest section of the population is completely untouched 
by imports, except indirectly. (The Indians buy very little of any- 
thing, and are an economy apart, so to speak.) Consequently the out- 
lets for mass-produced articles are relatively small, but “‘ speciality ”’ 
lines may do pretty well in certain circumstances. 

Remember, too, that Venezuela and Colombia, who have large 
exports to the United States, are worked most usually by American- 
style salesmen and see a good deal of the seductive and forceful 
advertising that goes with them. Ecuador, Peru and Bolivia are 
quieter, more conservative, and here personal contact is more in 
evidence. British businessmen travelling these parts may be puzzled 
by apparent contradictions in the attitude of their customers. On 
the one hand there is an eagerness to try the new, the attractive, the 
interesting or the fashionable. On the other hand there is great 
reluctance to give up long-standing friendships and connections, even 
though it be clearly demonstrated that these are disadvantageous in 
terms of costs. It is all too easy, moreover, to tread on local corns— 
especially among importers who may not altogether agree with 
your private estimate of their need for technical advice. This should 
be tendered very modestly and in small doses. 


The Acid Test 


Nor will they be impressed by boasts of the sales you have achieved 
outside the American hemisphere, or by comparisons with world 
markets and market rates, or by talk of such other factors as enter into 
the considerations of most international traders. These things 
don’t count hereabouts. What the buyer wants, generally, is not an 
offer advantageous to him in relation to the exporter’s current sales 
or to world-market prices, but an offer on which he himself can be 
sure of making money, If, for instance, you have a very expensive 
product for which the demand is very limited, but on which the 
importer would expect to make 100 per cent. profit, he will probably 
prefer it to the mass-produced article, offered him at a sharply cut 
price, which he can sell at any time but only in heavy competition 
with others. Continuity, permanence, and, indeed, all the usual fruits 
of so-called ‘‘ goodwill,” are of minor importance, partly because the 
nature of his business may prompt a local importer to switch his 
lines repeatedly, partly because import licensing and Customs tariffs 
are in a permanent state of flux. In general, a personal connection 
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may prove much more valuable than the establishment of a particular 
selling line, so far as durable consumer goods are concerned. 


Helping the Agent 


There are many little things British exporters can do to make the 
work of their agents easier. Quotations and offers in British units of 
measurement and money are not well received, since very few local 
importers or agents are prepared to spend time converting shillings 
per yard or pence per ounce into the equivalent metric calculation in 
dollars . . . Although much of the business in these South American 
countries is done on f.o.b. Europe basis, importers are often unfamiliar 
with the c.i.f. costs and like to have the adjustment worked out for 
them. Publicity in English is useful sometimes, but Spanish is much 
to be preferred. Discreet advertising pays tremendously, especially 
because its cost is not a terribly important factor. There is ample 
evidence that a really consistent sales effort, especially for marginal 
products, often has surprising results. One enterprising enthusiast, 
for instance, appears to have earned a large sum by devoting two years 
in one of these countries to the sale of juke boxes in small villages. 
Payment terms are of some importance ; letters of credit are a vanish- 
ing phenomenon of the past, and by far the greater bulk of the import 
trade in consumer goods is done either on cash-against-documents or 
on credit terms. 


The Commercial Secretaries at the British Embassies have very 
good information about local agents, and are very often helpful in 
introducing exporters to potential representatives. They also have 
generally useful, up-to-date information on market conditions. But 
they should not be expected—as they sometimes are—to turn them- 
selves into agents ; it is definitely not their job to receive samples and 
obtain opinions on their price and quality. 


Value of the Personal Touch 


There is no doubt at all that British consumer goods could sell far 
better in all five countries than they do at present. Firms who doubt 
whether their output justifies a personal visit to establish a sales 
organization might find it profitable to do business through export 
merchants who have done so already, even though this would naturally 
increase prices. If an organization is established, however, continued 
personal visits will continue to be essential, and the alert visitor will be 
surprised to find how much more can still be done. It is vital to remem- 
ber that this part of the world is sui generis, and not to be treated like the 
United States or Far East. The exceptional degree of flexibility and 
effort required, however, is more than recompensed in the results 
secured.

Control Board have agreed to extend import licences for sixty days 
in respect of goods held up by the dock strike.

Anglo-Jordan Talks 


HEIR EXCELLENCIES Assayed Anistas Hanania, Jordan 

Minister of Finance, and Khalousi el-Kheiri, Minister of Economics, 
arrived in London on November 27 as members of a Jordan Delegation 
which began financial talks with Her Majesty’s Government on 
November 29. These talks are held annually. 

His Excellency Dr. Yusuf Hiakal, the Jordan Ambassador to this 
country, is also a member of the Delegation. 


Finland and Roumania 


PROTOCOL covering trade in 1955 between Finland and 

Roumania was signed in Helsinki on October 29. 

Finland’s exports to Roumania are estimated at 21-7 million roubles, 
and Roumanian exports to Finland 37-7 million roubles ({1 = 11-20 
roubles). The difference will be set against Finland’s trading balance 
with the Soviet Union. 

Under the protocol, Finland’s exports will include machinery and 
spares, artificial fibres, cement bags, technical papers and cardboard, 
and cellulose. Roumania’s exports will include petroleum products, 
industrial machinery and spare parts, chemical products, carbon black, 
and craftsmen’s tools.

Japan and Western Germany 


A NEW Protocol to the Trade Agreement between Japan and 

Western Germany was signed in Tokyo on October 22. This 
Protocol, which is effective for one year, expires on September 30, 
1955. 

Trade each way is expected to reach $52 million. Japan’s exports 
will be principally textiles, mainly unbleached fabrics of cotton, and 
discontinuous synthetic or artificial textile fibres, but will also include 
some clothing, woollen yarns and woollen goods ; non-ferrous metals 
and chemicals. Provision is made for a transit trade of $10 million. 
Western Germany will export primarily machinery, fertilizers and 
dyestuffs.

Double Taxation Convention Between 
United Kingdom and Pakistan 


DISCUSSIONS for the avoidance of double taxation of income 
which opened at Karachi on November 8, between the representatives 
of the Governments of the United Kingdom and Pakistan, have 
concluded and agreement has been reached. 

The agreement will be submitted to both Governments for their 
approval and the terms will be announced later. 


Italy and Austria 


BY an exchange of notes, the Trade Agreement between Italy and 
Austria of May 19, 1949, has been extended for a further three 
months until January 31, 1955. The lists of goods and the exchange 
of letters annexed to the Protocols of May 15, 1952, and February 20, 
1953, signed by the Italo-Austrian Mixed Commission in Vienna and 
Rome respectively, are similarly extended for the same period. 


Visas for Portugal 


UNDER an agreement concluded in Lisbon on November 23 visas 
have been abolished as from January 1, 1955, for Portuguese citizens 
travelling to the United Kingdom, the Channel Islands or the Isle 
of Man and for British subjects going to Continental Portugal or 
the adjacent islands for visits of not more thar: two months duration. 
British subjects who wish to take up permanent residence or 


employment in Continental Portugal or the adjacent islands will 
still have to obtain visas.

“ Made in Canada ” Rulings 


JN MEMORANDUM Series D, No. 51 M.C.R. 188, dated Novem- 

ber 5, the Canadian Department of National Revenue states that 
“Hot Poured Joint Sealers’ for use in filling expansion joints on 
concrete highways, runways of airports and like construction have 
been transferred from the category of ‘‘ a class or kind not made in 
Canada ”’ to that of “ a class or kind made in Canada.” 


Memorandum Series D, No. 51 M.C.R. 189, dated Novem- 
ber 12, states that Self-Propelled Industrial Cranes of the non- 
revolving, non-convertible type, having lifting capacities of from 
10,000 to 20,000 Ib., inclusive, calculated at a distance of 36 in. from 
the front bumper plate, have been transferred from the category of 
**a class or kind not made in Canada’’ to that of “‘ a class or kind 
made in Canada.” 


Memorandum Series D, No. 51 M.C.R.92, (First Revision), 
Supplement No. 9, dated November 10, states that the under- 
mentioned materials are to be considered as of ‘‘ a kind not made in 
Canada :— 

Azobenzine ; Sulfaguanidine ; Zinc Dibutyl Dithiocarbamate. 

Memorandum Series D, No. 51 M.C.R. 190, dated November 15, 
states that ball and roller bearings for use other than in the production 
and repair of motor vehicles are to be dealt with as follows :— 


1. Ball bearings of annular (radial or journal) or combination 
thrust and radial types, or thrust bearings of all types, in which 
the ball raceways and the contact surfaces on the inside and out- 
side circumferences and one or both faces are ground to pre- 
cision shall be classified as follows :— 

(a) Single row radial bearings (not including maximum type 
bearings), in sizes up to and including 3-75 in. outside diameter 
and parts thereof, are of ‘‘ a class or kind made in Canada.” 

(b) All other types and sizes, and parts thereof, are of “a 
class or kind not made in Canada.” 

2. Roller bearings of annular (radial or journal) or combination 
thrust and radial types, or thrust bearings of all types, in which 
the roller raceways and the contact surfaces on the inside and 
outside circumferences and one or both faces are ground to 
precision shall be classified as follows :— 

(a) Single row tapered roller bearings having tapered rollers 
in precision contact with inner and outer races in sizes up to, 
but not including, 5 in. outside diameter, and parts thereof, 
are of ‘‘ a class or kind made in Canada.’ ’ 

(b) All other types and sizes of roller bearings, and parts 
thereof, are of “‘ a class or kind not made in Canada.” 

Ball and roller bearings of annular (radial or journal) or combina- 

tion thrust and radial types, with pressed steel cones and outside 
retainers in which the outside circumferences and faces are unground 


or rough ground only, have previously been ruled of “‘ a class or kind 
made in Canada.” 


These rulings become effective three weeks from the dates of the 
Memoranda. 
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Review of United States Tariff Classification Schedules : 
Urgent Reminder to U.K. Exporters 


ROM time to time exporters to the United States have complained 

about the difficulties and delays they have experienced in regard 

to the classification of their goods for duty purposes by the United 
States Customs. An opportunity has now arisen to improve and 
bring up to date the United States Customs classification schedules 
which were written in 1930. 


Under the Customs Simplification Act of 1954 the United States 
Tariff Commission have been directed to make a comprehensive 
study of the laws of the United States prescribing the tariff status 
of imported articles. The Commission are to submit within two 
years a revision and consolidation of these laws, which will 

(1) establish schedules of tariff classifications which will be logical 

in arrangement and terminology and adapted to the changes 
which have occurred since 1930 in the character and importance 
of articles produced in and imported into the United States, 
and in the markets in which they are sold ; 

(2) eliminate anomalies and illogical results in the classification 

of articles ; and 

(3) simplify the determination and application of tariff ciassifica- 

tions. 


The Tariff Commission have begun their study and have invited 
importers, domestic producers, customs brokers and other interested 
parties to submit any suggestions they may have to offer which will 
accomplish the purposes indicated above. 


A notice about this was in the Board of Trade Journal of October 9, 
1954, and United Kingdom manufacturers were requested to make 
their submissions as soon as possible, and in any case not later than 
the end of this year. They were also particularly requested to let 
the Board of Trade have a copy of the suggestions put forward. 


So far the Board of Trade has received very few copies of submissions 
made to the Tariff Commission. Unless the Tariff Commission receive 


sufficient evidence they are likely to assume and report that the 
classification problem is less serious than has been suggested and 
that there is little wrong with the present schedules. Thus the 
opportunity of securing an improvement will be lost. 


It is therefore very much hoped that United Kingdom exporters 
and manufacturers will not let this valuable opportunity go by default 
by failing to submit their suggestions, 


It is suggested that the following points are among those on which 
exporters may have valuable evidence to offer, since they are points 
about which complaints have been made to the Board of Trade 
in recent years :— 


(a) Inadequate provision for particular classes of goods (e.g. 
especially for new products). 


(b) Inappropriate classification (goods being classed under para- 
graphs or headings which are clearly not designed for them). 


(c) Inappropriate or out-dated groupings (e.g. which lead to more 
than one rate of duty on a single unit). 

(d) The simplification of the determination and application of 
tariff classifications. 


Suggestions, which must be with the Tariff Commission not later 
than December 31, in quintuplicate, can be sent direct to the 
General Counsel, United States Tariff Commission, Washington, 
25, D.C., but Her Majesty’s Embassy in Washington advise that, 
wherever possible, it would be desirable for United Kingdom manu- 
facturers to make their submissions through the United States 
importing interests concerned.

United States Trade Agreement 


Negotiations with Japan 


HE UNITED STATES Interdepartmental Committee on Trade 

Agreements have given notice of their intention to participate in 
reciprocal tariff negotiations involving Japan, who is an applicant for 
accession to the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade. Annexed 
to the notice is a list of the products which will be considered for the 
possible granting of tariff concessions by the United States in these 
negotiations. 


Also attached is a copy of a notice by the United States Committee 
for Reciprocity Information stating, inter alia, that Public Hearings 
on the items in the list will begin in Washington on December 13, 
and that all views in writing must be submitted to the Committee not 
later than 12 noon on December 27. The Committee require 15 
copies of written statements, one of which must be sworn. 


Before negotiations can take place the United States Tariff Commis- 
sion have to report to the President “ peril points” in respect of 
each item in the list—i.e. the limit to which concessions can be granted 
without causing or threatening serious injury to the domestic industry 
concerned. The United States Tariff Commission have announced 
that Public Hearings on the items in the list will begin in Washington 
on December 13, 1954, and that all views in writing must be sub- 
mitted to the Commission not later than 12 noon on December 27, 
1954. The Commission require twenty copies of written statements 
one of which must be sworn.

United States Tariff Investigations 
Hardwood Plywoods 


FOLLOWING the notice in the Board of Trade Journal of October 

23 (page 889) about the United States Tariff Commission investiga- 
tion on some hardwood plywoods, the Board of Trade have now 
received information that a public hearing has been ordered, to begin 
at 10 a.m. on March 22, 1955, in the Hearing Room of the Tariff 
Commission, 8th and East Streets, N.W., Washington, D.C. 

Interested parties desiring to appear and be heard at the hearing 
should notify the Secretary of the Commission, in writing, at least 
three days in advance of the hearing. 


Red Fescue Seed 


The United States Tariff Commission, under authority of Section 7 
of the Trade Agreements Extension Act of 1951 (the ‘‘ Escape 
Clause ’’), have instituted an investigation to determine whether red 
fescue (festuca rubra) seed, including chewings fescue (festuca rubra 
var. commutata) seed, classifiable under paragraph 763 of the United 
States Tariff Act of 1930, are being imported into the United States 
in such increased quantities as to cause or threaten serious injury to 
the domestic industry producing a like or directly competitive product. 

Interested exporters are advised to get in touch with their importing 
agencies in the United States so as to ensure that the latter, if a public 
hearing is held, oppose any proposals to increase the import duty 
and/or impose quota limitations on imports. 

The application filed with the Tariff Commission may be read and 
copied by interested parties at the office of the Secretary, United 
States Tariff Commission, 8th and East Streets, N.W., Washington, 
D.C., and also in the New York office of the Tariff Commission 
(Custom House, Room 437). 

If the United States Tariff Commission orders a public hearing 
a further notice will be published in the Board of Trade Journal.

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Nicaragua Waives Deposit on 
Some Imports 


(THE Nicaraguan regulation whereby the importer is required to 

make a deposit of 75 per cent. of the value of the import for First 
Category goods and 100 per cent. for goods in the Second and Third 
Categories at the time of registration with the Exchange Control 
authorities has been waived for some further items by Decree No. 5 
of October 27. 


The revised list of goods on which no prior deposit is required is 
as follows :— 

Machinery for electrical projects. 

Water plants used for the public service. 

Tractors and their parts ; ploughs ; harrows. 

Sowing and cultivating machines. 

Fumigators and their parts and similar articles, with or without 
motors. 

Insecticides ; manures or fertilizers. 

Seeds for nurseries and sowing. 

Cattle, horses, asses, goats, sheep, pigs and poultry for breeding 
purposes. 

For the following items the prior approval of the Nicaraguan 
Ministry of Economy must be obtained in each case before the deposit 
will be waived :— 

Prefabricated buildings for warehouses (not made of wood). 

Cotton gins, their parts and motors ; cotton gatherers. 

Lorries with a capacity of not less than 5 tons and not more 
than the maximum permitted on the roads of the country. 


New Customs Tariff Law and Exchange 
System Proposed 


has just been officially announced in Nicaragua that a simplified 
exchange system has been drawn up which will eliminate the exchange 
surcharges at present payable by importers, and that it will come into 
effect simultaneously with the promulgation of a new customs tariff 
law shortly to be presented to the National Congress. 


The announcement contains the following points :— 

(a) The new customs tariff will absorb, in the most part, the exchange 
surcharges. 

{b) Importers will purchase foreign exchange at the rate of 
Cordobas (C$) 7 to the United States dollar instead of at C$7, 
C$8 or C$10 as at present. 

({c) The Government will no longer enjoy the preferential rate of 
exchange of C$5 to the United States dollar and they will 
pay the same rate as the ordinary importer, viz. C$7 to the 
United States dollar. 

(d) The rate of C$6.60 to the United States dollar for the purchase 
of foreign exchange arising from visible exports and C$7 from 
the sale will be maintained. 

(e) Purchase of foreign currency originating from the transfer 
of capital to the country and other invisible exports will be 
at the rate of C$7 to the United States doilar. 

(f) Benefits from dividends, interest and amortization of registered 
foreign capital will also be made at the rate of C$7 to the 
United States dollar. 


The announcement ends with the statement that the Government 
are confident that in the near future they will be able to establish a 
sole rate of exchange for all classes of transactions, not only for the 
purchase but for the sale of foreign exchange. 


Full details of the new regulations and the date on which they are 
to become effective will be published in the Board of Trade Journal 
as soon as they are officially announced in N’ ragua. 
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Colombia Controls Import of 


Iron and Steel 


BY Decree No. 2894 of October 1, 1954, all Colombian official and 
semi-official organizations, and institutions and corporations having 
a public character, will in future be required to use in all works (and 
contracts entered into for the execution of such works), iron and steel 
products manufactured by the National Steel Works at Paz de Rio. 
If the National Steel Works is unable to supply the particular 
products needed, they may be imported only on the expressed 
authority of the Colombian Government and the Exchange Registry 
will be unable to grant an import permit without such prior authority. 


Mexico Increases Import Duties 


BY four Decrees published in the Mexican Diario Oficial of 

November 18, and effective from November 25, the import duties 
have been increased on a very large number of items in the Mexican 
General Import Tariff. Goods which can plainly be proved within 30 
days to have been shipped by sea before the date of publication of the 
decree will have the new duties applied to them only when these 
favour the importer.

Bolivian Import Licences Cancelled 


THE Central Bank of Bolivia has announced that all Bolivian import 
licences granted during the second six months of 1953, even though 
they may have been granted extensions, will be invalid after November 
30, 1954. Any such licences covering goods which can be proved to 
have been shipped by November 30 will be replaced by new licences 
on application by the importer. 

From December 1, 1954, Bolivian Consulates will not authorize 
the embarkation of goods covered by import licences granted before 
December 30, 1953, nor will the Bolivian banks provide foreign 
exchange against such licences. 
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URTHER information has been received from Australia about 

the new import licensing arrangements for goods of Japanese 

origin. (A brief notice about these arrangements, which came 
into force on November 22, 1954, appeared on page 1162 of last week’s 
Board of Trade Journal.) 

Until November 22, many importers received, in effect, two alloca- 
tions or quotas—a quarterly allocation for imports of specified goods 
from Japan, and a half-yearly or yearly quota for imports of similar 
goods from other non-dollar countries. An importer may now apply 
for his two allocations to be combined in order to provide a new basis 
for the issue of licences for his imports from non-dollar countries, 
including Japan. 

This new basis will be calculated by adding together (a) his annual 
quota for imports from countries other than Japan and the dollar 
area, and (b) twice the value of the import licences issued to him for 
the same goods from Japan in the period April to September 1954. 

If there is any unused balance remaining when the importer’s 
quota for the current licensing period ending March 31, 1955, has 
been recalculated on the new basis, he may use it to import the goods 
in question from any non-dollar country, including Japan. But if 
(a) he has already overspent his new quota or, (b) his unused balance 
is less than the value of the licences issued to him for the same goods 
from Japan in the period April to September, 1954, he may be 
granted licences to import limited quantities of the goods in question 
from Japan in the current licensing period, 


Reserved List 


The combined quota principle will be applied to goods on the 
reserved list (see below) ; but a limit will be placed on the value of 
licences granted to each importer for imports of any of these goods 
from Japan. The limit in any six monthly licensing period (including 
the current one) will be :— 

(a) An amount not exceeding 124 per cent. of the value (c.i.f. and e.) 
of the applicant’s imports during the year ended June 30, 
1954, of each line of goods on the reserved list from non- 
dollar countries including Japan, or 

(b) the value of the import licences issued to the importer for like 
goods of Japanese origin during the April-June and July— 
September quarters of 1954, 

whichever is the higher. In applying this limit, the value of the import 
licences granted to the importer since October 1, 1954, for the relative 
goods of Japanese origin shall be taken into consideration.

Steel Chains for Cycles. Notice No. 173—J.C.C. 1/54, dated 
November 8, explains that “‘ steel chains in rolls intended for use on 
cycles or motor cycles, and steel chains cut to size for use, or as to 
be capable of use, on cycles are classifiable under Serial No. 301 of 
Part IV, while chains cut to size for use on motor cycles are classified 
as motor cycle parts under Serial No. 295 of Part IV of the Import 
Trade Control Schedule. These classifications will hold good 
irrespective of their customs classifications for purposes of assessment 
to duty.” 


Manila Paper. Under Notice No. 175—J.C.C. 1/54, dated 
November 8, it is “ clarified’ that manila paper is classified under 
Serial No. 160 of Part IV of the I.T.C. 


Ship Chains under Open General Licence. 
J.C.C. 1/54, dated November 10, reads :— 

“According to Open General Licence No. XXXVI, dated 
September 24, 1954, the import of ship chains from Soft Currency 
Area does not require an import licence. 

“It is clarified for the information of all importers that the 
import of only short link chains which are proved to be for use 
on board ships will be allowed clearance under the said Open 
General Licence as only such chains will be treated as ship chains.
